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►SUPERINTENDENT 'S  REPORT 

On  December  1,  1945  after  serving'  fifteen  years  as  Super- 
intendent, and  a  total  of  thirtj-  two  years  of  service  to  the 
school,  Miss  Catherine  T.  Moriarty  resigned  because  of  ill- 
ness. On  this  date,  your  Superintendent  assumed  his  duties 
in  accordance  witli  the  appointment  made  by  State  Superinten- 
dent of  Public  Instruction,  J.  Fred  Williams  and  confirmed  by 
the  State  Board  of  Education  at  their  December  meeting. 

The  school  plant  and  property  Avere  found  to  he  in  excel- 
lent condition  for  a  century  old  building,  and  the  staff  carried 
on  their  respective  duties  with  utmost  cooperation.  Under 
these  circumstances  it  was  possible  to  carr}'  on  the  school 
program  with  little  or  no  interruption  for  the  remainder  of  the 
term. 

However,  two  immediate  needs  were  quite  evident  and 
plans  were  started  for  the  remedy  of  both.  Our  physical  plant 
can  only  be  considered  a  fire  hazard,  and  should  not  be  used 
for  dormitory  quarters  for  students.  It  is  hoped  that  the  re- 
wiring of  our  main  building,  and  the  installation  of  a  sprink- 
ler system  Avill  reduce  the  danger  of  fire  considerably.  These 
improvements  will  not,  however,  make  our  building  fireproof, 
and  Avith  the  sympathetic  understanding  and  interest  of  the 
next  legislature,  we  hope  to  be  able  to  build  two  new  cottages 
whicli  will  remove  all  students  from  the  fourth  and  fifth  floor 
dormitories  in  tlie  main  building. 

The  second  condition  concerned  the  school  program.  After 
being  with  the  students  several  months,  tiie  lack  of  association 
with  sighted  boys  and  girls  Avas  quite  apparent.  A  cooperative 
]»lan  of  attending  the  Louisville  Public  High  Schools  for  the 
last  year  or  two  of  high  school  would  be  of  great  benefit  to 
our  youngsters.  Plans  Avere  started  for  a  series  of  meetings 
l)y  the  Superintendent  Avith  the  local  public  school  authorities 
to  gain  approval  for  our  students  to  have  the  advantage  of  at- 
tending local  city  high  schools.  The  details  Avere  finally 
Avorked  out  and  approval  granted  for  the  project  to  start  in

September,  1946,  with  our  boys  going  to  Male  High  and  our 
girls  to  Halleck  Hall. 

We  are  confident  of  the  many  advantages  this  program 
will  afford  our  students,  and  a  eom])lete  account  will  be  given 
in  the  next  Annual  Report  of  tlie  first  year  of  this  experiment. 

The  Superintendent  is  indebted  to  the  new  Board  of  Visi- 
tors, the  State  Board  of  Education,  the  faculty  and  staff  for 
the  splendid  cooperation  and  interest  they  have  cxj^ressed  in 
our  school  and  jirogram  of  activities.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 
OF  THE 

KENTUCKY  WORKSHOP  FOR  THE  ADULT  BLIND 

Sometime  in  November,  1945,  tlie  Kentucky  "Workshop 
for  the  Adult  Blind  was  closed  temporaril}'  because  of  dif- 
ficulty of  obtaining-  cotton  for  mops  and  corn  for  brooms.  In 
December,  1945  the  Shop  was  reopened  and  all  workers  were 
called  back  to  their  jobs,  and  the  plant  was  put  on  a  forty 
hour  week,  full  production  basis.  We  continued  to  operate 
on  that  schedule  for  the  remaining  months  of  the  fiscal  year 
covered  by  this  Report,  and  orders  for  future  shipments  indi- 
cate that  our  plant  should  continue  to  maintain  full  time  em- 
ployment for  our  fifteen  blind  adult  workers. 

Because  of  the  increased  production  of  the  Shop  and  the 
employment  of  additional  blind  workers,  the  Superintendent 
felt  it  necessary  to  request  the  State  Board  of  Education  for 
approval  of  the  appointment  of  an  Assistant  Superintendent 
to  manage  the  affairs  of  the  Shop.  This  request  was  granted, 
and  Mr.  L.  P.  Howser  was  appointed  Assistant  Superintendent 
of  the  Kentucky  Workshop  for  the  Adult  Blind  on  April  1, 
1946.  Mr.  Howser  had  just  been  discharged  from  the  Service 
and  had  two  years  of  experience  working  on  the  Arm,y  Reha- 
bilitatio)!  program  for  blinded  veterans  at  Valley  Forge  Gen- 
eral Hospital,  Phoenixville,  Pennsylvania. 

With  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Howser  it  seemed  an  appro- 
priate time  to  reopen  the  store  front  and  salesroom  of  the 
Kentucky  Workshop  for  the  Adult  Blind  which  had  been 
closed  for  many  years.  This  gave  a  bad  outward  appearance 
to  the  front  of  our  Workshop  building.  The  business  affairs 
of  the  Shop  during  this  time  had  been  carried  on  from  the 
School  office.  The  opening  of  the  store  front  has  given  a 
business-like  appearance  to  our  Workshop  and  provides  a 
window  display  and  salesroom  for  the  articles  produced  in  the 
shop. 

We  have  not  overlooked  the  need  for  additional  occupa- 
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tioiis  and  job  opportunities  for  our  workers.  In  cooperation 
witli  the  Vocational  Rehabilitation  Department  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education  we  have  offered  our  facilities  for  training 
purposes  for  otlier  blind  people  in  need  of  orientation  and  on 
the  job  traininj>-.  aiul  have  encouraged  the  placement  of  our 
trained  workers  in  industry.  We  hope  to  have  our  shop  as- 
sume its  rightful  place  in  a  State-wide  program  for  the  blind 
as  the  center  of  industrial  job  training  and  placement.
